deny it. The latter endeavor to divide 
t ie people on old issues and on tariff 
•chedules so that the gold trust can 
more easily control them. They will 
not permit, if money can prevent it, a 
square fight on the silver question. 
Tuey resort to trickery and duplicity 
to prevent this. Their agents in Ne- 
vada, presuming upon ignorance, tell 
the people that the Republican party 
is in favor of free coinage, when every 
vote on the silver question proves the 
coatrary, and every prominent man in 
the party declares agaiust silver re- 
m-jnelization. In Congress the gold- 
bags do not divide on party lines. In 
the Senate and House Republican and 
Democratic goldmen muster to defeat 
the passage of anv bill that is favorable 
to silver or that is c;v i nlated to increase 
the volume of money in circulation. 
Sherman and Gorman, Beed and Har- 
ter, make common cause against Silver 
men, 
and give their united support to 


the financial policy of the Administra- 
tion. 


Here in Nevada the followers of 


Sherman and Reed and of Gorman antl 
Barter, aHempt to accomplish by du- 
plicity what they could not hopo to do 
openly and manfully. By professing 
for the time to be friends of silver, 
though some of them have publicly 
declared against free coinage, they hope 
to deceive the unsophisticated and 
possibly elect a part of the feoldb 
ticket next Fall. The Silver men un- 
derstand their game, however, and are 
determined that no man who allies 
himself wilh a party whose leaders are 
among the most pronounced gold bugs 
and nine-tenths of whose members in 
Congress have recorded their votes- 
against silver, shall receive their sup- 
port at the polls next November. 


Not Yet Through With Amendments. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—The Demo- 


cratic members of the Senate FLnaif* 
Committee are making several amend- 
ments to the Tariff bilL It is under- 
stood that the clause abrogating the 
lawaiian treaty will be stricken oat. 
A change made in the sugar schedule 
will add one-eighth of a cent per pound 
on the color test so as to insure the re- 
finer that much protection. 


These, with the restoration of the 


present law regarding the iax on 
domestic cigars, will be the principal 


hanges made. 
The lead ore duty, 


with the tax on whisky and the duty 
on coal and iron ore, remain as placed 
n the bill by the Democratic mem- 
bers. There will be a few changes in 
;he fruit schedule and a few minor 
articles which were taken from the free 
list and made duitable will be restored 
;o the free list. The bill, when it next 
sees light, will also show several 
changes in the Administrative part. 
The amendment inserted by the mem- 
bers of the committee providing for the 
repeal of the entire McKinley Act will 
be modified to either specify what por- 
tions of that Act shall remain in force 
or repeal the parts in conflict with the 
pending Act. 


Other changes will be probably made 


and the bill will be submitted to the 
committee to-morrow.

A Physician's Neglect Causes 
Many 


Deaths at Portland. 


PORTLAND, Or., March 19—Owing to 


the prevalence of diphtheria on the 
lower East Side, the Holladay School 
hat, been ordered closed by the Board 
of School Directors. The city physi- 
cian examined into the 'matter and 
found the sanitary conditions perfect 


The spread of the disease was due to 


the attending physician's negligence 
who reported a fatal case of diphtheria 
as tonsilK is, and a brother of the de- 
ceased child was allowed to attend the 
school until tatosn down with the same 
disease. 
Several pupils have since 


died of diphtheria and nine are now 
sick. 


Dr. George Jefferson, the physician 


who made the report in the first case 
has been arrested for failure to repor 
the disease to the Board of Health.

ver-Why Should Europe Want tbe 
Price of Silver Knhancetl ?—We Must 
Insist on Independent Action.

the "rally," "My opinion is that our 
hope and our only immediate hope lies 
with the Republican party." 


Now 1 ask every candid Republican 


is there any " immediate hope" for 
favorable silver legislation from the 
Republican party? All the Republi- 
can members of the Lower House of 
Congress, except thirteen, are against 
any and all "favorable silver legisla- 
tion." 
In nearly every Republican 


convention to nominate candidates for 
Congress next fall resolutions will be 
adopted unfavorable to silver. Can- 
didates will be nominated for Congress 
pledged to vote against free coinage 
who in their speeches will deride silver 
from every stump daring their can- 
vass. All or practically all of the Re- 
publican newspapers will denounce 
free coinage and its advocates. The 
next Republican National Convention 
will adopt a plank in its platform 
against free coinage. 
McKinley or 


some other equally bitter foe of silver 
will be nominated for President, and 
in the event of the success of the Re- 
publican partyat the next Presidential 
election free coinage and all other 
favorable silver legislation will be post- 
poned for four years from the 4th of 
March, 1897, seven years from the pres- 
ent time. For seven years more we are 
to be " hewers of wood and drawers of 
water " for the East under a high tarift 
that draws ten dollars out of our 
pockets when it puts one in. Seven 
years, the exact time Jacob served 
Laban for his daughter Rachel, and

Why 
should nations that produce no silver 
agree to take the silver of this and 
other silver producing countries at 
$1 29.29 an ounce when they can buy it 
for seventy cents, and by simply plac- 
ing the government stamp upon it 
make it worth $1 33 an ounce ? It is 
absurd.

conferences are abandoned the better 
for us. The sooner we realize that ex- 
President Harrison, Senators Hoar, 
Allison and others expressing like 
views are our most dangerous enemies 
the better for us. What we must insist 
upon, if we expect to accomplish any- 
thing, is independent free coinage by 
the United States at the ratio of 16 to 
1. 
No more compromises, no more 


international 
humbug conferences, 


gotten up to delay silver legislation, 
and for no other purpose. 


The battle is on, our cause is just, 


men of courage to the front, let the 
faint-hearted and camp-followers re- 
tire to the rear. We want none in our 
ranks who stop to count noses before 
taking sides.
